MOSCOW, Jan. 29.— The immediate future of ., 
Western Europe is being decided across the Pyrenees,” 
the leading Soviet Pravda declares today in 
an article on the Italian offensive in Catalonia, the gate- 
way to southern France. 

“The broadest masses of the people throughout the 
world see that the Spanish people are fighting for peace 
and progress, against fascism and war,” Pravda adds. 

“The offensive of the fascists on the Catalonian 
front is being conducted by the forces of the Italo-Ger- 
man intervention. 

“The fascist troops are far better equipped with 
arms than the Republican units—that is the main reason 
for the fall of Barcelona to the Italians. 

“With the aid of the ‘non-intervention’ policy the 
British and French bourgeoisie knocked the arms from 
the hands of the Spanish people for the benefit of the 
fascist aggressors. 

“Responsibility for the blood shed by the defend- 
ers of Catalonia rests upon the reactionary capitalist 
circles of Britain and France which, for their narrow 
class interests, organized the blockade of Loyalist Spain 
under the flag of ‘non-intervention.’ 

“The French and British reactionaries, by capitulat- 
ing to the fascist aggressors, are inflicting irremedial 
blows upon the national interests of their own countries. 

“This is particularly true of the French reaction- 
aries who wish to conceal from public opinion the fact 
that the fate of France is being decided on the battle- 
fields of Spain. 

“They continue to affirm, in accordance with the 
instructions from Berlin and Rome, that the advance of - _ 
the forces of the interventionists on the French-Cata- 
lonian frontier will entail no danger for France. | 

“Italian newspaper Lavoro Fascista admits most 
frankly that ‘when Franco’s army is entrenched in Bar- 
celona, no one will ever dream that this will be to the 
advantage of the French.’

AIDS 26 HOSPITALS 


The Hospital Help Project ren- 
dering service not only to people 
residing in New York City but to 
patients confined in the 26 mu- 
nicipally conducted hospitals lo- 
cated in the five boroughs, has 
been set up to assist the regular 
and clerical staffs. Under the 
former Tammany administration 
the hospitals of the city were in 
a chaotic state. Even today, were 
it not for WPA assistance, hos- 
pitals would be unable to cope 
with the great number of addi- 
tional cases that have been 
added to the hospital rolls during 
the long years of economic dis- 
tress. The Hospital Help project 
has rendered a real service to 
the health of the community by 
such assistance.

Their 
work consists of maintenance 
and hospital help, investigation, 
social service nursing and clerical 
work. They supply at present 16 
per cent of the skilled, unskilled, 
clerical help required in the va- 
rious hospitals.

Understanding Your Child 


By Child Psychology Board 
O highly competitive social system causes parents 
much concern. We are afraid of its harmful effect 
on our growing children. Sometimes its influence is very 
obvious, sometimes very subtle, but it is everywhere. In 


school, in movies. in radio, in funnies, in newspapers. 

How can we counteract it? Can we find a place where our children 
can learn to practice ideals of cooperation and democracy instead of 
rivalry. and competition? 

Home is one of the best places for that. By its own nature it 
is a group enterprise. It depends on cooperation of its members. Its 
successes or failures affect every member. It gives protection to its 
weakest and youngest members. It has a lasting influence on children 
in forming their attitudes toward people and life in general. 

Therefore the atmosphere of the home and thé way its members 
treat each other is very important. We all become influenced by it. 
We carry these early attitudes into our own adult lives, into our work 
and friendships. 

“Home” in the Backyard 

Some homes have a free and happy tone. Father and mother 
share the work and responsibilities. Love and cooperation is the key- 
note. Children begin to imitate their ways before they can even talk 
properly. Example: Two three-year-old children were playing “home” 
in the backyard. The girl is fixing dinner and calling the boy (daddy) 
“Conte to eat honey. Dinner ready. Are you tired?” 

Her voice, gestures, expression, was a perfect imitation of her own 
mother when she talks to her own husband. The child naturally imi- 
tated her. 

No amount of preaching about consideration and other people's 
rights will make an impression if a parent treats his wife and his 
@hildren with lack of consideration. 

There are fathers who can make a fine speech about exploitation 
or equality of women, but in their own homes you could never know 
it. They act and talk to their wives and children as if they were then

4. Tactics which are aimed at headlines 
for Representative Dies without regard for 
the damage done to innocent persons? 


r should be kept in mind that in the present 

state of public opinion mere charges of 
communistic sympathies are sufficient to in- 
jure an individual’s standing, and to impose 
penalties that are as harsh as a fine or prison 
sentence. The arousing of fear and suspicion 
without basis will not make any worthwhile 
contribution to the problem of subversive 
activities. 

The Dies committee supposedly is inter- 
ested in both fascistic and communistic ac- 
tivities. However, it appears to have labored 
under the false assumption that to be a fas- 
cist one must be a uniformed adherent of 
the Nazi Bund or the Italian Black Shirts. 

Such is not the case. If this country is 
endangered by fascism, it will not be the 
type of fascism that parades under the flag 
of a foreign nation and owes allegiance to a 
foreign dictator.

ERE are fascistic manifestations in this 

country which the Dies committee has 
not touched upon. They are to be found in 
the activities of persons and organizations 
which preach racial hatred; which would 
deny the right of free speech, free assembly 
and the right of trial by jury to persons 
having views other than their own; which 
cloak themselves under patriotic names, but 
have no conception of the true meaning of 
Americanism, 

Isn’t it possible that a committee really 
interested in un-American activities should 
give some attention to the Mrs. Dillings, who 
slander their fellow Americans; to Mayor 
Frank Hague; to Father Coughlm, who has 
won the praise of Germany and Italy for his 
attacks on Jews and who uses the speeches 
of Dr. Goebbels as a source of information;
